The wotM has heard of the nesaft 

p ol iti cal dianges In Norway. Imt aot 

know that that country is at 
it the scene of a great religious 
rerival which rivals that in Wales, 
says tbe Chicago Interior. In 189G there 
was present at a meeting of the Sal- 
vatkm An*y ia Oilcaso a yoaas Nor- 
wegian sailor from Vanse, a town in 
tbe very south of the Scandinavian pe- 
ninsula. He was not specially im- 
pressed by the services, but as he was 
leaTias. a yoaas wtnaaa laid a hand 
upon his arm and said: "God bless 
you. Gome again." The kindly word 
led him to ask himself, "What is this 
religion which causes stranjiers to be 
interested iu a wandering sailor?" He 
returned to the meetings a numl>er of 
times, and eveataally cnafBased Christ. 
He did not Identic himself with the 
Army either then or subsequently, but 
returned to his seafaring life. He re- 
appeared in the old home town five 
years later. Among the people of hi^ 
own aatioaality he was gradually led 
into evangelistic services, and Dean 
Knudsen. now minister of ecclesiasti- 
cal affairs In Norway, proved himself a 
warm friend. In Christiania he lias 
had as many as 5,000 hearers at a time 
in the htfssst haU Ui the e^Ual. aad 
the Lothenui bishop of the city ha^ 
taken a deep Interest in his work. Min- 
isters of the slate church generally 
have opened their stately edifices to 
revival servlesa^ aad personal workers, 
who have' seen something of such 
meetings abroad, are invited by the 
Lutheran ministers to come in and aid 
them in a work which, strange as it 
appe irs to them, they feel to be of God. 
The young sailor, Lunde, is as simple 
in his ways and speech as Bvaa Rob- 
erts, and nothing ootslde of Wales 
compares with the work which is still 
in progress in Norway. It Is needless

Gen. William Booth, of the Salvation 
Army, has announced, says "The Pres- 
byterian," a munificent gift of half a 
arflUoa doUars to the Anay to be aaed 
In a home colonization scheme. The 
giver is George Herring, chairman of 
the City of London Electric Lighting 
company, and a prominent member of 
other corporations. Mr. Herring is 
also well-known throughout Great 
Britain as a philaathreplst He eon- 
ducts a soap ktteben in Camden town, 
has built and endowed an institution 
known as the Haven of Rest, for gtm- 
tlefolks brought to poverty through 
gennine arisfactnae, has taralshed 
many Salvation Army shelters for the 
homeless and is a large benefactor to 
the Metropolitan hospital fund, of 
London. In a letter to the press Gen 
Booth outlines his plans for "home col 
onization." He says the Army pro- 
poasa to parehase tiaets of land ia 
Bai^aad, giving Ave acres or there- 
abouts to each settler, building cot- 
tages, providing seed and implements 
and supporting settlers until the land 
becomes productive.

Baising or Buying Small Fruit 
We have always urged farmers to 
raise enough small fruit for their fam- 
ily use. The proportion of farmers 
that raise enough fruit for their fam- 
ilies is Inereaslag from year to year, 
hut yet there are many farmers that 
do not rai?e any kind of small fruit. 
Their stock argument is that it is 
cheaper to buy the trait than to ndaa 
it. That may be so In some eases, but 
even if it were so in all cases, the fact 
remains that most farmers do not buy 
fruit for their families; and if they 
do not raise it. their faatilies «e net 
get it Every man can afford to raise 
all the fruit his family can use in a 
year, and if his fruit-raising opera- 
tions are properly conducted, they will 
require but little time thrsnghent tta 
year. • 



The Pitch of Roof. 
The rake or pitch of roofs has much 
to do in giving diaraeter and finish 
to a building. For ordinary roofs, 
whether shingles or slate are used, the 
rise should be one-third the width of 
the building.

There is a right way to do every- 
tHing, and the ca^e of the woodlot la 
not an exception to Jttw rule, says a 
bulletin at the Ihrest Service of ths 

United States agricultural department 
The right way, moreover, is often quite 
simple, the good results which follow 
belBg out of aU praportlen to the Ume 
or labor expended. Too many woodlota 
are simply neglected, and by far the 
greater number of them are misused 
for want of foresight or a true appre- 
datioa of their value. 

The Irst principles of right woodlot 
forestry may be summarhsed ia a btM 
list of Don'ts, by which every woodlot 
owner may profit with very little trou- 
ble. 

Don't d:8po6e of your woodlot You 
need It for yow own ass. It can be 
made to give yon fuel, poets, poles, 
fence rails, even such timber, boards 
and shingles as will keep the tsnn- 
slead and barns in repair. 

Don't turn your woodlot Into a pas- 
ture. Tree seedlings are quickly 
bruised and crashed kgr the trampHag 
of live stock. Hungry cattle browse 
upon them. 

Don't thin your woodlot too heavily. 
If you do, large openings are made 
through which the sunlight streams in, 
drying the soil and encouraging the 
growth of grass, which rtoald never be 
suffered to replace the spongy knmus 
that forms the natural top layer of 
soil in a healthy forest. 

Don't burn over the woodlot It baa 
been pointed out that the woodlot Is 
not fit for pasture purposes, but even 
if it were, the burning over of the soil 
would still do irreiiarable damage to 
young growth, consume tiio litter 
which ought lo rot into humus, and 
destroy the very condiiions which na- 
ture s eek s to estsMlsh aad preserveu 

Dout select only the best trees ia s 
woodlot which needs weeding. Nearly 
every woodlot is composed of a mixed 
stand In which dead and unsound 
trees, weed trees and s<jund, useful 
trees are Intermiugled, If you select 
and remove only the choiesst living 
trees, the stand will grow poorer In- 
stead of better, and in time will be- 
come almost worihless. An improve- 
ment cutting which, even at a little 
cost removes th« weed trees and theas 
which are dead, eroolced or otherwise 
of little worth, will give the remain- 
ing stand a clear start. 

Don't forget reproduction. In thin- 
ning your woodlot, have an eye to the 
young growth. Spare it as much as 
you can in felling aad haaliag the 
logs. Give the seedlings the chance, 
and they will seize it and grow Into 
saplings and poles. 

Don't do all your cutting in one spot. 
Just because it is a trifie more coaven- 
lent to do so. By taking a tree here 
and there, where it can best he spared 
or is actually better down, you will 
secure just as much wood, and at the 
same lime draw as lightly aa p os sib le 
on your future supply. 

Itoa't let the carelessaesB of other 
persons do the damage to yonr wood- 
lot hy fire which you refrain from do 
ing yourself. A fire in a neighboring 
field may creep into your woodlot and 
burn over It, scorching the traalts oC 
the trees or even setting the crowns 
ablaze. It is worth while, in the dan- 
gerous season, lo see that the borders 
of the woodlot are clear of inflammrble 
material. Espe<ially ciear away the 
leaves so as to form a miniature fire 
lane about the forest R»rbld the care- 
less use of matches and the building 
of camp fires, and see that your direc- 
tions are obeyed. 

Don't be in too great a hurry to 
realize on your woodlot investment. 
Be satisfied with a permanent revenue, 
which Is the interest of your forest 
capital. Ton may materially Increase 
this interest by managing the wood- 
lot itself so that the thinnings always 
bear a wise proportion to the yield.

FRIGATE-BIRD CARRIERS. 

Svtt^lying Sea- Bird Used in the 
Vknasmission of X«s^ 

ters. 

The frigate bird Is the swiftest of all 
sea binis, and In some of tht; eciuator- 
lal isles of the l^ieiiu- is used as a let- 
ter carrier. Taken from Ihe nest be- 
fore it (an fly. It Is haad-fed on a Ish 
diei by the natives, and In the course 
of a li w months becomes so tame that 
it <-an he lilj. nited during the day and 
will leturn lo its pcrth ul sunset, 'the 
author of "Notes from Mj Sooth Sea 
l.og" says that he had frequent oppor- 
lunilles of wiliK-.ssini; their perfoim- 
anies as Ictiei (.iriiiis. 

"On Nanomaga. wIk lo T lived for 12 
months. I had two fri.uates,' which 
were given me by a trader on Niiitao. 
CO miles to windward, and in return 1 
gave hi III tw(» splendid and very lame 
birds. Iiatdied and leared on N:inoina- 
ga. The four were ronttnually ll.ving 
across from <me island to tlie other; 
8ometim<«s the Nultao pair would visit 
their birthplace and foregather with 
my couple on their porch outside my 
lioiise. and remain one or two days, 
fishing on their own account together, 
sad belBg fed at dawn and nightfall 
by the natives and myself. Then all 
four would sail otf to Nuitao. my pair 
usually rctiiiiiing within :\r> hours. 

"To lesi the speed of these birds, I 
once sent one of mine to Nuitao hy fhe 
bark RiMicoat in care of the captain, 
who kept It in his cabin. It (retted 
greatly during the 48 hours the vessel 
was heating up to Nuitao against the 
southeast trades, 'riie lledioat arrived 
at Nuitao at f(Hir o'clock in the after- 
BuoB. and at half-pest four the trader 
there, John O'nricn, after writing a 
few lines to me and rolling it In a 
small square of oils-Kin. tied it to the 
bird and cast it loose. It was out of 
sight in a few seconds. 

"We had been keeping a keen look- 
out for Ihe bird. We could only guess 
at the time when the Kedcoal would 
arrive at Nuitao, hut imagined it would 
lie at least C.n hoiir.s. Hut liefore six 
o'clock on Ihe day that O'Brien had 
lilK'rated my bird it was settled on Its 
perch at home, accompanied by 
Ollrlen's coiiiite. which it had evi- 
dently met en route. All three birds 
were hi-avily gori;ed with llylug fish, 
and allowed themselves to be caught 
and brought into the house, where I 
detached O'Brien's note from my ams-
